For the amazing diffusion of the traces of 
a primeval ‘Pole Worship’ — by which he 
means the worship of a supreme world¬ 
directing God enthroned above the North 
Pole — he asks no better explanation than 
the uniformity of the action of human 
faculties under like conditions. 

“ Finally,our learned author is as modest 
in his claims, as he is genial and easy in his 
style. He makes no pretence to having 
discovered an all-exclusive ‘ Key to all 
mythologies.’ On the contrary, his large¬ 
mindedness suggests that the Key we are 
in quest of is a whole bunch.’ He treats 
all readers jauntily ; and though himself 
thoroughly and scientifically serious, he 
nowhere makes a dissenting mind feel like 
a culprit. Volume Second will be awaited 
with unusual interest. However little the 
author may intend it, his work, in the 
judgment of the present writer, is destined 
to exert a powerful influence in moulding 
scientific opinion touching the birth-lands 
of the human family.”

This is the first book on Arithmetic printed in England. In the preliminary Epistle 
to Sir Thomas More, Tunstal gives a curious account of the origin of this work. It 
seems that in his dealings with some goldsmiths, or silversmiths, he suspected that the 
accounts were fraudulently prepared, and therefore he made a special study of the for¬ 
gotten science of his boyhood—arithmetic—in order to be able to check the figures. 

The result of his labours was a book for his own use, which, on being appointed Bishop 
of London, he thought no longer necessary to his new station, but probably worthy of 
being printed for the use of others.

Since the time of Wilson and Audubon, 
no work has been published upon American 
Ornithology, containing life-size represen¬ 
tations of the various species that have 
been discovered since the labours of those 
great men were finished. The valuable 
productions of Cassin, as well as the 
revised edition of the ninth volume of the 
Pacific Kailroad Report, the joint labour of 
Messrs. Baird, Cassin and Lawrence 
had indeed appeared, affording in their 
plates beautiful illustrations in miniature 
of various species nqt before figured ; but 
no attempt had been made to continue the 
works of the first great American Natural¬ 
ists, in a similar manner. 

And yet, by the discoveries made 
through the atruncy of the various Govern¬ 
ment expeditious, which were always 
accompanied by a collector of specimens of 
natural history, as well as from different 
private sources, material continued to 
accumulate, until numerous members of 
our Avi fauna were obtained, which had 
never been illustrated in any work, many 
of them, indeed, known only by short 
descriptions, scattered throughout various 
pnblicutions. 

It occurred to me that perhaps it might 
serve in some degree the cause of this 
favourite branch of science, if these un¬ 
figured birds should be brought together in 
one work, their cl«ims for specific rank 
investigated, and their relationship to 
other, longer and better known forms 
discussed. 

It was, therefore, with the desire to con¬ 
tribute, as might be in my power, towards 
the elucidation of the comparatively little 
known species of the Birds of North 
America, their habits and economy, as 
well as to render their forms familiar so 
far as life-size representation of them 
might serve to do, that I undertook the 
present publication. 

North America, as I have employed the 
term, designates the region north of the 
Rio Grande ; comprising the peninsulas of 
Lower California and Florida, and extend¬ 
ing to the Arctic Ocean. Greenland is not 
included. 

The intention, announced in my pro¬ 
spectus, to comprise within the work only 
those species which had not heretofore 
been figured in any American book 
exclusively devoted to Ornithology has 
been steadfastly adhered to, but all such 
inhabiting our continent, it is believed, 
have been included. From the rapid dis¬ 
covery of new forms, after the work was 


commenced, of which it was desirable to 
give representations, the author soon found 
that if in every instance one species shonld 
alone occupy an entire plate, it would be 
impossible to contain the material that 
was accumulating within the limits stated 
in the prospectus ; therefore, in some cases 
it was necessary that species which were 
closely allied, should be figured upon the 
same plate; this, however, in no way 
interfering with the final arrangements of 
the parts, nor disturbing the harmony of 
the complete work. In some instances, 
where species (?) have presented few and 
unreliable characters rrom others that 
were well-established, I have deemed it 
sufficient to give representations, in the 
Introduction, of the heads, feet, etc., and 
also, wherever it appeared profitable, the 
head of the species to which the doubtful 
one was closest allied, has also been intro¬ 
duced, so that comparisons might be easily 
and satisfactorily made. 

I have been fortunate in receiving 
assistance at various times from different 
Institutions, as well as iudividuals, and by 
these many species have been entrusted to 
me, otherwise not obtainable, for the 
purpose of illustration. In the majority of 
instances, I have acknowledged my obli¬ 
gations at the time the plate of the species 
was published, but in some cases, when 
many specimens came at different periods 
from a single source, I preferred to express 
my indebtedness here. Prominent among 
those who have thus contributed towards 
the progress of this work, I desire to 
mention the Secretaries of the Smithsonian 
Institution, who placed in my hands a 
large proportion of the rarer species 
represented in my plates, and who have at 
all times evinced that interest and desire 
for the successful prosecution of this 
work, which might be expected from those 
who have under their control the finest 
ornithological collection of American 
species extant 

I desire particularly to express my 
thanks to the Officers of the Philadelphia 
Academy of Natural Sciences, who have at 
all times allowed me every facility for 
examining and illustrating such specimens 
as I desired, that were contained in the 
magnificent collection under their charge. 

To the Officers of the Chicago Academy 
of Natural Sciences, and to Dr. Whitney 
for the loan of unique specimens, I am 
greatly obliged. Also to Dr. Philip 
Lutley Sclater, the distinguished 
Secretary of the London Zoological Society, 
I am greatly indebted for assistance at all 
times cheerfully rendered. To the Officers 
of the British Museum I am under many 
obligations for allowing drawings to be 
made of the unique and rare birds con¬ 
tained in the grand collection under their 
control, in order that I might represent 
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Elliot — continued. 

them in this work. And I would always 
hold in grateful remembrance the kindly 
interest taken in this production by the 
late Mr. John Cassin, in whose sudden 
and unexpected death this science has lost 
the services of one of her most distinguished 
followers, and who gave to the finishing of 
the plates in this work all the benefits of 
his knowledge, acquired by the experience 
of many years. 

To George N. Lawrence, Esq., I 
would acknowledge my indebtedness in¬ 
curred for the loan at various periods of 
several of the types of his species from 
his own collection, and who at all times 
was ready to afford me such aid as was in 
his power. Also to Dr. Elliott Coues I 
am greatly obliged for several. interesting 
accounts of the habits of various species 
observed by him in Arizona and else¬ 
where. 

Messrs. Bowen & Co., to whom was 
entrusted the production of the plates, have 
fully sustained their high reputation, and 
it is with much pleasure I acknowledge 
the skilful execution displayed by them. 

The heads, feet, wings, &c., which adorn 
the In troduction, were drawn on wood, 
with the greatest care and accuracy, by 
Mr. Edwin Sheppard, of the Phila¬ 
delphia Academy of Natural Sciences, and 
were engraved by Mr. W. J. Linton, who, 
as is well known, occupies the highest rank 


in his profession, and whose abilities are 
everywhere acknowledged. It is unneces¬ 
sary for me to call attention to the skill 
here exhibited by this artist, it needs but 
to be seen to be appreciated. 

The impressions are all Indian proofs, 
issued by the University Press, under the 
supervision of Mr. Linton. 

And now, in conclusion, the Author 
would especially remember those who, 
aiding him with their patronage, have 
more than any others contributed toward 
the completion of this, the most extensive 
of his ornithological works ; and who, by 
continuing with him, throughout the years 
during which this publication has extended, 
have encouraged him to persevere in his 
labours, and rendered to him that assis¬ 
tance, without which no effort of this 
character could ever result successfully. 

Note. —On account of his instructions 
not having been complied with, the Author 
was obliged at the last moment to remove 
the blocks of the engravings from the 
hands of the proprietors of the University 
Press. 

Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. kindly 
allowed them to be printed at their 
establishment, and the manner in which it 
has been accomplished, the Author is 
happy to think, leaves nothing to be 
desired.

The hardships endured by the early 
settlers and colonists, the heroism shown 
both of the conquerors and defeated in 
the early wars, make the history of 
Canada infinitely more interesting aud 
thrilling than any romance.

The following is an extract from Lord 
Derby’s farewell speech to the Royal 
Society :— 

“ There were some persons who con¬ 
sidered that in a comparatively new 
country like Canada it w’as ambitious on 
her part when the foundations of the 
Royal Society were laid, but there must be 
a beginning of all things, and I think I 
may appeal to the work which has been 
and is being done by the different branches 
of the society as evidence that its estab¬ 
lishment was in no sense premature, but 
that it was fittingly determined that the 
progress of science and literature should 
take place coincidently with that of the 
country. In a new country like this I 
think you have touched upon in your 
address there is a great tendency to further 
one’s material wants, to promote trade and 
commerce and to put aside, as it were, 
literature and the sciences, but here the 
Royal Society has stepped in and done 
good work by uniting those who were 
scattered by distance, and who, finding the 
meetings of our society a convenient 
opportunity of coming together for tho 
exchanging of ideas and reuewing of those 
friendships which, though perhaps only 
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
